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West Coast Roads 


TEARLY A YEAR_-AND ONE- 
half has elapsed since. the Gov- 
ernment annotinced «its plan to have 
loggers build certain roads to West 
Coast points and to meet costs from 
stumpage concessions. 

The roads would provide public 
access to some isolated areas lacking 
overland communication with the 
rest of the Island. They would also 
be used by the logging interests as 
means of access to timber stands. 

The general idea was warmly ac- 
claimed by boards of trade and other 
agencies which have campaigned for 
years for roads to the points con- 
cerned. 

The idea is still good. But the 
time has come for the Government 
to detail to the public what it is get- 
ting in the way, of roads and how 
much it is paying for them. 

In_ the Legifiature this session 
serious objection has been raised to 
the standards es¥ablished by the log- 
ging interests. for some sections of 
these: new highways. They are, say 
members from some areas, too nar- 
row for safety and can scarcely. be 
used at all while logging trucks are 
moving on them. - An 18-foot road is 
not adequate to permit a private 
passenger Car to pass a truck witha 
10 or 12-foot bunk 

This leads to the question: Witt 
the roads be adequate to handle nof- 
ma! traffic when\they are no longer 
used by over-size™logging trucks? 

Such matters concern the safety 


factor only. Beyond that, what is the 
work costing the people of British 
Columbia? - It is costifig a substantial 
amount, obviously, since’ funds ab- 
sorbed in road construction reduce 
the amount coming to the Govern- 
ment for general revenue. 

Any road to the isolated West 
Coast points is, of course, better than 
none. That is a meagre justification 
for the scheme. Still unanswered is 
the question of the adequacy of these 
new links. 

Is money being used most eco- 
nomically in constructing roads that 
are too narrow? Would a wider 
traveled surface built at this time 
save expense in the long fun? 

And if Mr. Gaglardi’s vision of a 
north Vancouver Island laced with 
new highways is to be realized, on 
what terms will that come about? 

While the House is in session sorne 
definite answers should be given to 
these questions.- No one assumes 
that the logging companies are build- 
ing roads in a gesture of generosity 
to the public. The people are going 
to, pay for them—are in fact paying 
for them now while they are of value 
only to the loggers. 

In the interests of the taxpay- 
ers, a full and frank discussion is 
required while the Legislature is 
sitting. It will not be sufficient mere- 
ty-to file contracts for such work as 
the Government has undertaken to 
do. The public needs an explanation 
beyond the formal language of agree-

Many Canadians had 
been. looking forward to these 
broadcasts and. there was 
reason why they should 
been delayed so long. 

Mr. Hansell said Social Credit 
had received .a fair share of 
time on the basis of its Com- 
mons representation but “one 
broadcast in 10 is hardly enough 
to permit us to present our 
views to the public.”

A great deal has been written about cooking, but one of 
the most important fundamentals has been largely neglected. 

One sees very little in print about the art of boiling water. 

Let_us remedy. this ommission immediately with a few 
helpful hints on this important aspect of gastronomy. 

First—and this is most-important—it is essential to have 
water before one can boil water. Some tyros make the mis- 
take of attempting to. boil water without first obtaining the 
water, and it is hardly necessary to say this course is usually 
unsuccessful 

Fortunately, it is. not difficult’ to obtain water. Many 

methods are available; among the. most popular are putting 
&@ saucepan under the leaky spot in the roof; removing the 
infinitesimal amount of alcohol from Liquor Control] Board 
whisky; melting the ice cubes from the refrigerator; and 
leaving your umbrella at home on a day which looks as if 
it will be ginny. 

If all i. methods fail one can always turn on the tap. 

This is done by grasping the tap firmly in-the hand and 
turning it. If no water comes out of the tap, it may be neces- 
sary-to pay the water bill, but. this is only done as_a last 
resort 

When one turns on the tap; the water which is beneath 
the house comes rushing UP the pipe and out of the tap 

Now, here is a point to remember. When the water 
rushes UP the pipe, do not stop and wonder why. “Simply 
accept this as a phenomenon which is against all the laws of 
nature. 

If one stops to wonder why the water rushes UP the 


pipe, one’s sink will overflow 
ping the kitchen floor, one wi 
the water.

And that would never do, would it? 

Very well, then, one has obtained a supply of- water 
throygh one or all of the methods outlined above. The next 
step is to BOIL the water, and_here extreme care must be 
taken. 

Do not, for example, attempt to boil water at the tof 
of Mount Everest. The physicists tel] us boiling water at 
the top of Mount Everest takes ever so long, and it would 
never be boiled by the time hubby comes home for dinner 

Mind you, hubby might be, but that is another story. 

By far the best place to boil water, the physicists explain, 
is at sea level, which just goes to show you the physicists 
never had a summer home in the mountains 

Be that as it may. once.ore has obtained the water, place 
it on the stove. It is advisable to put the water in some 
sort of container first. It is also advisable to have the. stove 
lit.. But not necessarily you 

Now, all that remains is to make sure the water 
boiled. To do this, pluck a clean straw from a broom. In: 
sert it in the water. If it comes away clean, with a very 
gentle. pull, the water is boiled.

HUTCHISON FROM OTTAWA | 


Hospital Plan Costs 
Rule Out Tax Cuts

OTTAWA—National insurance, as presenfly 
devised, represents the fina] installment of the welfare state, 
so far as the St. Laurent government is concerned. The 
vast and revolutionary social blueprint first drafted by 
W. L. Mackenzie King in 1945 will be finally completed 

within the next if the hospital insutr- 
ance scheme is accepted by the provinces 
No other installments are contem- 
plated. Hospita] insurance will not inctide 
but will of itself prevent medica] insurance. 
Reluctantly and with gravest doubts the 
government has agreed to pay most of the 
of hospitalization throughout the na- 
It has intention of insuring doc 
bill, It. assumes, on the’ contrary, 
that when hospitalization is underwritten 
by the state the demand: for medical in- 
Hutchison surance will cease. 

The scheme now offered to the provinces is not health 
insurance, as words are understood in Britain, for 
example, It is solely hospitat insurance, exactly. as under- 
in British Columbia. The scheme first invented by 
ex-Premier Byron Johnson being extended, virtually 
intact, to the nation-at large, or to those provinces willing 
to pay their share of the cost, 

That cost will be far larger thah the public yet knows— 
large enough, indeed, to alter all] the federa| government's 
financial calculations for years ahead and to end any early 
chance of drastic tax reductions. 

In theory, hospital insurance for all provinces. would 
cost about $360,000,000 a year, of which Ottawa would pay 
about half and the provinces the remainder. In fact, 
Ottawa; will find itself saddled with the cost, 
probably about 75 per cent 

It] is generally ‘assumed, in Ottawa that instead of 
paying $180,000,000 a year for. hospitalization the Federal 
government will actually pay between $250,000,000 and 
$300,000,000, if alk the provinces embrace the new scheme. 
These are sums sufficient to appal any finance minister 
and must appal Hon. Walter Harris. For they mean that, 
with all his abundant revenues, he has been suddenly con- 
fined to a fiscal straitjacket. 

Provided the Canadian boom continues, Mr. Harris may 
be able,, by strict economy in running to. squeeze 
some tax reductions out of the election budget next year. 
No one expects him to make any significant reductions 
this ‘year, In hospital insurance and other costs the nation 
has called the tune and must pay the piper. 

But the government’s budgetary situation is even tighter 
than it looks. The welfare state in the form of old age 
pensions, children's allowances and hospital insurance, will 
more_ and -more every year,“ as. population increases, 
even if the benefits pdid out to the public are not raised. 
In all probability they will be raised under. public pressure.
